Tokio, Aug. 15.— Vice Adm. Kami- 
'tora ancountered the Russian Vladivo- 
atpk aquadron at dawn Sundajr, oortk 
<rf Tsu island, in the Strait of Korea 

and attackfd the enemy at once. The 
|batlle lasted for five hours and re- 
united ill a complete Japanese victory. 
iTbe Russian cruiser Rurik was sunk 
;and tlie cruisers Rossia and Cromom- 
jbi fled to the northward after having 
snetatned serious damage. 

Vico Ailin. Kamitura cables the navy 
dcp.'iitiiaiit that the injuries inflicted 
tipun his vessels were slight. The fates 
of the crew of the Rurik is not known 
'It is presumed that many of them 
were l^illed or drowned. The strength 
of the fleet under Vice Adni. Kamitura 
•Is not iuiown, but it is iircsnniud that 
ihe bad the Adsuma, Idsugo. Iwate,

Settlement of Other Matters Affecting 
Amarlean Intereata In Turkey of 
Secondary Importance Haa 
Been Arranged. 

Constantinople, Aug. 16. — After pro- 
longed pour parlous and considerable 
haggling on the part of the Turks, a 
.•satisfactory solution of the American 
school (luestion has been arrived at 
This matter, which is the most impor* 
tant of the American demands, waa 
settled by extenditiL: to American 
schools the same Ueatnient as that 
accorded to schools under the protec- 
tion of other i)owers. 

A settlement of other matters affect- 
ing American interests in Turkey of 
secondary importance has also been 
affected and Minister Leishman has 
telegraphed to Hr. Adm. .Towetf. in 
conmiand of the l iiiied Siiiti s squad- 
ron sent to Smyrna, instructing him 
to salute tbe batteriea on land and 
depart. 

The sitting of the council of minis- 
ters at which the settlement was 
agreed upon was a long one ami it 
was not until near Its close ihni an 
agreement was reached. Tbe delay 
in the settlement is belived to have 
been caused by the intervention of 
the palace functionaries, whose pol- 
icy, in order to n iain the sultan's fa- 
vor, consists of combating tlie rights 
and privileges of foreign subjects. 

Washington, Aug. 15. — Tbe United 
States war vessels now at Smyrna un- 
der command of Rr. Adm. Jewell are 
the Cleveland, the Olympia ami the 
Haltiniore.

Tht* thieli of it 
departs but slowly from (■miielai es much 
in the view of tiie people, and tlie heat 
and passion of battle now and then glow 
again, m the language of our chief public 
men. Judge Parker talks to ui as one 
who from some high place looks across 
the smiling busy land, and in calm dis- 
coarse reminds this people of certain 
well'known principles of conduct and of 
government which they should not allow 
themselvee to forget, and by occasion in* 
dicates erroli of policy and behavior 
whiob it would benefit them to set right. 
He talka as ooe who if raised to the 
Praaideaoy wooid lead the country in 
waji of wiadomi ia tbo patha of peace. 
There ii to hIa apeeeh not the remotest

the "ramble of the distant drum." 

It is not without reason that Judge 
Parker reminds us that we were a areat 
people lonii Kefore the Rough Riders 
chargeil np Kt'itle Hill. Our interfer- 
ence in the adairs of Spain and Cuba 
was a i>ere neighborhood exettiae of 
police power, primarily for our own 
protection. It did not make us appre 
ciably greater, it merely notiiit-d to the 
world the fact tfiat we were already 
great, llmt la a (jrotee<iuely false his 
torical perspective w hich exalts wara and 
conqii^sts to the chief place in a coun 
try's chronic t'3 and, specially, it would 
be ridiculous to pretend that we )>ecame 
very miic h greater through the fruits of 
our small short war wtth • Earopesn 
paralytic powe n^

That Judjie Parker would resiirt- l.ii 
position as Chief Ju 'g ■ of the New York 
Court of Appeals before entering upon 
the politieal campaign was ^enwra'ly un- 
derstood. S ituo of his admirers, how- 
ever, had pointed out that there was a 
way whereby he might raeign the office 
and yet retain anjopportunity to resame 
it a*: no distant day. Under the New 
York State law a vacancy on the Coart 
of Appeals cannot be filled at a genera) 
election if the vacancy occurs within leaa 
than three months ol election day. By 
postponing his reeignation natil Aogntt 
10th, the d.iy of his of^inial notification, 
Jodge Parker would have made it im- 
possible to fiil his seat at the election 
next fall and would have reserved an op- 
portunity to be a candidate to succeed 
hini^t-Ii. Fortunately for the honor of 
the .\meriean judiciary, he has declined 
to adopt this plan. His resignation, da- 
ted A\isruet 5th. will admit of the nomi- 
nation and election of a successor next 
November. 

His action in this nutter is a gratifying 
evidence of his loyalty to high ideals and 
hixh standards of honor and integrity in 
the conduct of the judiciary. He has 
strengthened the unwritten law which 
decrees that no man occupying a judicial 
position has a right to cast suspicion on 
the judiciary by expoeint it to political 
iu Uienoes or permitting it to aenro pri- 
vate ambitions.
